The Are that hair warms his 
aching limbs, is made of smouldering 
sea weeds; and the pictures upon which 
he gazes by its dim light, Is the hag- 
gard face of his wife, and the wan faces 
of his children. The music that at- 
tracts his ear is the shrill whistle of 
the wild blast, as it aweetw across the 
moor, or the hoarse baying of the 
bandog as he bays the icy moon, not 
that that inspires him with love and 
reverence, but causes a desire within 
him to throw off the yoke of oppression. 
Why this wsnt and misery t Why 
this hatred and desire for revenge? 
Why this oppression r Because s pow- 
erful and avaricious nst Ion casts her 
greedy eyes on the fertile plains and 
sunny hills of Irelsnd. 

For half a century or more no ques- 
tion of English domestic politics has 
excited so muoh Interest, as that ques- 
tion of resettling bar relations with 
Ireland, and which still confronts 
her present 'Pa rli merit. 

Apart from its dramatic Interest, 
spsrt from Its Influence on the fortune 
of parties, and its effect on the Imperial 
position of Gnat Britain, It involves 


so many large principles of statesman- 
ship, and raises so many debute points 
of constitutional law, as to deserve the 
study of philosophical thinkers no leas 
than of practical politicians In every 
free country, 

In the first place England desired, to 
poaseasthe'Kmerald lei*," and to ac- 
complish that end, she pursued the 
same policy which has characterized 
her action toward every other helpless 
nation, whose prosperity and happiness 
bave'esclted her avarice. She simply 
measured bayonets, and finding her 
bayonet the longest and most powerful, 
took possession. 

This work was began by Henry II, 
and from Henry VIII it received a new 
impetus, which has been followed by 
the Kings and Queens to the present 
day. 

The country was conquered, the 
chieftains expelled, the land was divid- 
ed up among the favorites of the En- 
gllsh Kings and the people found them- 
selves tenants in the hands of a cruel 
and foreign government. 

England never does an injustice hy 
halves. She Is very moderate in the 
matter of mercy and justice, and things 
of that nature, but when it comes to 
robbery and tpoilation, she knows no 
middle way. 

When Elizabeth determined upon oc- 
cupying Ireland, the orders were, to 
spare neither man, woman nor child. 
The chiefs were driven out, and the 
lands of the clans was distributed 
among the ravoriies of the EngllBh 
Court. A proclamation was made 
through England, inviting younger 
brothers of good families to undertake 
the planting of the lands from which 
the Irish,— the owners and occupiers of 
the soil had been killed or driven off,- 
and In the leuopulatiou of the country, 
"none of the native Irish to be 
admitted." Under this invitation, 
which the English robbers were not 
slow to accept, scores of estates were 
given to the dlasolute nobility of En- 
gland, who were willing enough to lake 
possession of land which they got for 
nothing, and which would give them 
the means lo dodge the primal curse 
or labor. What they wanted, was to 
live as 1 hey wanted, by the sweat of 
other men's brows, and the British 
bayonets gave them the means. There 
never was in the history of the world, 
a record so black with Infamy, so red 
with blond, or so scarlet with injustice. 
This is the way England obtained Ire- 
land, and continues to treat her at 
present. * 

What are the titles of those Inhuman 
landlords ? Titles based on murder 
ant! robttery. on blood aud rapine.— ti- 
tles which rest on the most atrocious 
anil wlmletiale crimes. Created by 
foreV, aud maintained by force, they 
have not liehind them the flrst shadow 
of right. 

That Henry II, James 1, Cromwell 
and the I.mig 1'arlimerit had the imirtr 
to give and grant Irish lands is true ■ 
but will one contend that they bad the 
right V 

The impression that rent and land 
tenuers relnte solely to agriculture and 
to agricultural communities is entirely 
erroneous. Land is necessary to all 
productions, no matter what be its 


place— the wnrk shop of labor. With- 
out land, man canuot exist. 

To whnm the ownership of land Is 
given, is aluo given the ualural owner- 
ship of the men who must live upon it. 
Bent is always the devourer of wajies. 
So soon as the landlord increases the 
rent of the poor tenant, thst soon he 
causes hardship, misery and famine. 
In this country we are almost totally 
ignorant of the laud system of En- 
gland. It Is a system which robs the 
producer of wealth, as remorselessly 
and far more regularly and systemati- 
cally tlmu the pirate robs the merchant 
man. Here is a system that steadily 
ooudemns thousands to a far more 
lingering and horrible death than that 
of walking I he plank,— to death of the 
mind and onul as well as death of the 
body. These things are undisputed. 
No one denies that Irish pauperism and 
famine are the direct* results of this 
land system. Yet we are told-nay, it 
seems to be taken for granted —that 
this system cannot be abolished. 

We see that Ireland was acquired by 
gross injustice, and the same spirit has 
continued to govern the oppressed peo- 
ple. One continuous volume of Co er- 
ci ■ in bills would sum up the history of 
Erin's miseries. 

All appeals for justice have been 
treated with contempt, and was culmi- 
nated during the last summer by the 
enactment of a law by parliment, brid- 
ling the press and free speech, and 
binding the chains of slavery stronger 
than ever. Yet the bill which was re 
oeived last April and caused »<i much 
discussion, may possibly result In some 


good. The stubborn Tomes set their 
teeth at the notion of a surrender to 
thePamellites, and their Irish— Amer- 
ican Allies, for it waa In the light of a 
surrender that the bill struck them. 
Now that thev have relieved their 
temper by an emphatic No, they will 
possibly begin to ponder things more 
calmly and listen to the arguments 
from Irish history that are to be ad. 
dressed to them. They will possibly be 
moved by the policy which that his- 
tory suggests, will understand that 
what they have deemed insatiate ha- 
tred, is the natural i eg til t of long mis- 
govern men t. 

Summing up the past history briefly, 
we s**e that it has been one continuous 
record of hardship, misery and injus- 
tice. One Coercion bill after another 
until today she is but a nation of paup- 
ers. No wonder they long to throw off 
the galling yoke of oppression I No 
wonder they pant for freedom like 
caged animals! They have become 
desiwrate— a brave people cannot en- 
dure oppression. They have proven 
their bravery on manv a bloody battle- 
field,— oo fear of the cannon's mar, or 
musket's tlssh causes them to be 
brought Into subjection. 

Why oppresssuch a people? Why 
should might be right Y 

Let these who would honor her, car- 
ry her banner lo the front 1 The harp 
and the shamrock, the sun burst on the 
field of living green.-embtems of a 
country without nationality ; standard 
of a people down- trodden mid op- 
pressed 1 Types of harmuuy and ever.

May the time soon come when the 
Sag of peace and pmsperity shall float 
over the "Emerald lale." England 
should r member and profit by those 
words of warning uttered more than a 
century ago, "Do Justice to America, 
—do it tonight— do it lief ore you sleep " 

Justice is all Ireland asks, and let us 
hope thHt the time may soon crime 
when a just and Ail- wise Prnvjiience 
msy release this oppressed people.
